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Planning  Board  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  Caratunk, 

The  Planning  Board  and  Code  Enforcement  Officer  issued  eleven  building  permits  in 
1989.  One  variance  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  one  request  for  a  variance 
was  denied  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Following  a  vote  at  the  1989  Town  Meeting  Caratunk's  Zoning  Ordinance  was 
amended  to  create  a  separate  code  enforcement  position.  Mark  Doty  was  appointed  as 
Code  Enforcement  Officer.  Several  other  amendments  were  also  made  to  the  zoning 
ordinance;  most  of  these  were  made  in  order  to  keep  the  ordinance  up  to  date  with 
recent  legislative  mandates. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  last  spring  the  voters  of  Caratunk  approved  a  zoning  district 
change  involving  land  in  the  shoreland  zone  adjacent  to  the  Kennebec  River.  Upon 
review  by  the  Board  of  Environmental  Protection  the  change  was  rejected  when  the 
Board  met  in  June.  After  receiving  a  request  for  reconsideration  from  the  landowner 
the  BEP  reserved  its  earlier  decision  in  October  and  granted  partial  approval  of  the 
rezoning  request.  The  redistricted  land  outside  the  shoreland  zone  was  not  affected  by 
the  BEP  decision. 

The  state's  new  growth  management  law  will  require  several  changes  and  additions  to 
the  town's  Comprehensive  Plan  and  Ordinance.  Since  this  process  is  quite  complicated 
and  involves  the  threat  of  financial  penalties  as  well  as  loss  of  local  land  use  authority, 
the  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  offered  to  review  and  evaluate  the  town's 
Comprehensive  Plan  and  Zoning  Ordinance  in  light  of  the  new  requirements.  A  grant 
will  be  offered  to  the  town  in  either  1990  or  1991  to  help  the  town  make  the  necessary 
changes.  This  offer  kicks  in  a  two  year  timetable  for  the  town  to  make  its 
comprehensive  plan  consistent  with  the  new  law.
